HYPOCRISY TO SAY 
HE WOULD DO THAT! 


Same Law, He Declares, 
Should Obtain Between 
Nations as Between Man 
and Man—Asks if We 
Could Arbitrate the Mon- 
roe Doctrine.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Former Presi-. 
dent Roosevelt deals with the arbitra- 
tion treaties recently presented to the 
Senate in an editorial in the Outlook 
today. He says in part: 

“Tt is one of our prime duties as a 


nation to seek peace. It is an even 
higher duty to seek righteousness. It 
is also our duty not to indulge in 
shame, not to make believe we are get- 
ting peace by some patent contriv- 
ance which sensible men ought to know 
cannot work in practice and which, if 
we sought to make it work, mignat 
cause irretrievable harm. 

“IT sincerely believe in the principle 
of arbitration; I believe in applying 
that: princple so far as practicable; but 
I believe that the effort to apply it 
where it is not practicable cannot do 
good and may do serious harm. Con- 
fused thinking and willingness to sub- 
stitute words for thought, even though 
inspired by an entirely amiable senti-

The price 
fluctuates slightly, and some .grocers 
may sell more for $1 as a trade special- 
ty. The price of sugar today is 
higher than it has been before for 20 
years. This is caused ‘by 17 advances 
in the price within two.months by the 
American Sugar Refining Co., the Su- 
gar Trust.

TANK OF CARBONIC 
GAS EXPLODES AND 


DRIVER IS KILLED 


| Head Is Crushed by Blast When 
He Throws Tank Onto 
His Wagon. 


NEARBY WINDOWS BROKEN 


Gas of Kind Used to Force Beer 
and Soda Water Through 
Coils.

William Dickman, of 716 Converse ave- 
rue, East St. Leuis, was instantly killed 
Thursday by the explosion of a 52-inch 
stee] tank of carbonic gas. The top of 
the tank, thrown by the 200 pounds of 
pressure, struck Dickman in the face. 

The accident is declared by W. D. 
Taylor, general manager ef the Pure 
Carbonic Co., of East St. Louis, by 
which Dickman was employed, to be fhe 
first of its kind within his experience of 
12 years in handling the tanks. The gas 
is used by saloons and soda fountains to 
force beer and other liquids through 
pipes. 

The tank was one of several hundred 
which were charged Wednesday and had 
remained in a storeroom over night. 
Dickman was loading a wagon with the 
tanks Thursday morning. It was cus- 
tomary for workmen to handle the 
tanks carelessly, as accidents with them 
were practically unheard of. Dickman 
threw a tank on several others on the 
wagon. 

There.was an explosion and Dickman 
fell, the top of his head having been 
crushed by the top of the tank, which 
contained a valve made of copper. A 
portion ef the tank also tere his right 
arm. The explosion broke windows in 
houses In the neighborhood and stunned 
several other workmen, although none 
was injured. 

Taylor said he could not explain: the 
exxplosion except that there may have 
been a flaw in the riveting of the tank 
and that it gave way under the pres- 
sure. Dickman’s mother resides in Cin- 
cinnatl.

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| 3 a ‘ the great majority of 
those persons who advocate any and 
every treaty which is called a treaty 
for peace or for arbitration would be 
leas often drawn into a position that 
tends to humiliate their country if they 
would take the trouble to formulate 
clearly and definitely just what it is 
that they desire. Of course, there are 
persons wholly indifferent to the na- 
tional honor and interest, who, in con- 
sequence, cannot be reaCRed by.an ap- 
peal to national honor and interest, and 
there are persons whose ingrained per- 
sonal timidity is such that they are 
mvure afraid of war than of any dis- 
honor, personal or national. 

‘We, the American people, believe, 
and ought to believe in: righteousness 
first, and in peace as the handmaid of 
righteousness. We abhor brutality and 
wrong-doing whether exhibited by na- 
tions or by individuals. 

“We hold that the same law of right- 
eousness should obtain between nation 
and nation as between man and man. 
I, for one, would rather cut off my 
hand than see the United States adopt 
the attitude either of cringing before 
great and powerful nations who wish to 
wrong us, or by bullying small and 
weak nations who have sa, ¥% us no 
wrong.”’ 

Country Desires to Do Sentabe. 

' “The American people desire to. do 
justice and to act with frank generos- 
ity towards all the other nations ‘of 
mankind; but I err greatly in my judz2- 
ment of my countrymen if they are 
willing to submit to wrong and injust- 
ice. Again and again in the past they 
have shown and rightly shown that 
when the choice lay between rizhteoys- 
ness and peace, they chose righteous- 
ness, just exactly as they also chose 
righteousness when the choice lay be- 
tween righteousness and war.” 

Roosevelt cites the Revolutionary war, 
the Civil war, the Spanish war, as in- 
stances when we put righteousness 
Sj above peace. He cites tne existing 
arbitration treaties between the United 
States, Great Britain and France as 
better than the proposed treaty, be- 
cause they make no false pretenses and 
exclude questions affecting our vita! 
interests, independence or honor. 

He continues: : 

“The proposed arbitration treaty is 
defective, in the first place, because 
it is not straightforward. It sets forth 
‘that all justifiable matters shall be 
arbitrated. The language both of the 
opponents and the defenders of the 
treaty, shows that even among our own 
people and before a cause for applyin. 
tho treaty has arisen there is \ cless 
. confusion as to what ‘justifiable’ means. 
Such being the case, it oan be imagined 
how useless would be the effort to de- 
fine ‘justifiable’ when a serfeus conflict

SAND ISLAND FORMS,

Bar 250 Feet Long and 30 Feet 
Wide in Mississippi North 
of Eads Bridge. 


A sandbar about 250 feet long and 20 
feet wide, which has suddenly loomed 
up about 250 feet from the Illinois shore, 
a short distance north of the Eads 
Bridge, has prevented the Carr street 
ferry from making its regular trips. 
The sandbar has. been forming for a 
week on account of the low ,stage of 
the river, but Thursday it seemed to 
come up out of the water rapidly. 

Old river men declare that it is the 
first sandbar that has been in clear 
view in that vicinity in years. The 
attention of passengers on the bridge 
cars was attracted by the sand island. 
For some time motor boats and other 
craft have carefully avoided the IIli- 
noig shore above the Eads Bridge, as 
the water has been very low and a 
number of small river boats have 
grounded on sandbars and it took con- 
siderable work to get them afloat.

Aug. 23 the price advanced 5 
cents in the morning, followed by an 
increase of 10 cents in the afternoon 
over the previous day. In the after- 
noon another jump pushed the price up 
5 cents, and this was followed by a 10- 
cent rise the next day. 
Increase Is $1.60. 

The quotation July 6 to jobbers was 
$5.18% a hundred pounds. Thursday the 
price is $6.78% a hundred. The jobbers’ 
price to the retailer is $6.8. It'is the 
opinion of brokers and jobbers that the 
price will go to $7 a hundred before the 
end of the week. 

Before the price started skyward July 
6, retail grocers gold about 19 pounds of 
sugar for $1. Since that time the num- 
ber of pounds sold for that price has 
decreased almost daily. 

Sugar jobbers told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter how the price tis fixed and upheld 
throughout the country. Eleven men 
meet daily in New York and fix the 
price to be charged on sugar. They are 
the directors of the American Sugar Re- 
fining Co., which dominates the sugar 
market of the United States. Seven- 
teen times within two months, when 
these men arose from their chairs in the 
conference room at 112 Wall street, an 
advance in the price of sugar has been 
flashed over the wires to the brokers 
of the Sugar Trust in various cities of 
the country. Not once in that time has 
the price declined. 

Prices Wired Here. 

These quotations prepared by the 
Sugar Trust directors are received by 
wire in St. Louis every morning by 
James Hutchinson & Sons, 712 Spruce 
street, brokers for the American Sugar 
Refining Co. 

As s00n as these prices are received, 
t. daily bulletin is prepared by Hutchin- 
son & Sons and sent to the 4 jobbing 
houses in St. Louis. The retail grocers 
of St. Leuis get the quotations for the 
day when they make inquiry or give an 
order for sugar. The retailer fixes his 
price on sugar to the customers, based 
en the quotations from the jobbers, 
from whom he must buy. 

Sugar manufactured by the inde- 
pendent refineries is sold in St. Louis 
by approximately 35 independent 
brokers and jobbers. They receive 
their daily quotations from brokers 
in New York, representing the inde- 
pendent refineries. 

Like the Trust Prices. 

The independent refinery quota- 
tions follow almost identically the 
prices made by -the Sugar . Trust. 
When the trust decrees an advance 
in price, thé independents almost in- 
variably follow the lead and quote 
the same advanced price to their job- 
bers. This equality of prices of the 
trust and independents is caused by 
a “gentlemen’s agreement,” according 
to jobbers. 

Retail grocers told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday that there is no 
apparent competition between the 
Sugar Trust and so-called independ- 
ents. They say that the prices quoted 
by the independents are equal to the 
trust prices almost every day, and 
that the independents cannot supply 
the demand for sugar. W. M. McDon- 
ald, buyer for the Gill Grocery Co., 
jsaid that a carload of sugar pur- 
chased in June from the independents 
has not been delivered.

A flaming, sizzling live trolley wire 
followed a crowded Page car for half 
a block on Finney avenue near Sarah 
street at 8 a. m. Thursday. As the end 
of the wire struck the rails and metal 
parts of the car there were deafening 
reports which greatly frightened the 
passengers. 

A section of the trolley wire had been 
blown down and eastbound cars were 
jumping the gap. After the motormen 
put on full power, conductors would 
pull down the trolley and the momentum 
thus gathered carried the car to the 
point where the wire was intact. 

Car No. 2235 jumped the gap, but after 
doing so the trolley was released too 
soon and struck the supported wires, 
pulling down another section of the 
trolley wire. The car went half a 
block before the motorman could stop 
it and the broken wire, caught by the 
trolley wheel was pulled along with 
the car. 

In the excitement several passengers 
tried to rush from the car, but the 
motorman and conductor kept the doors 
locked. No one was injured.

He and Brookins Sail Over Kin- 
loch Field Under a 
Starry Sky. 


Moonlight aeroplaning was the 
new.-and fascinating sport on which 
Albert Bond Lambert, president of 
the St. Louis Aero Club, and Wwaeee 
Brookins, master aviator, ventured | 


Wednesday night. 

With no light save that of the 
moon, the skilled aero-chauffeur and 
the wealthy St. Louis sportsman cir- 
cled over Kinloch Field, viewing the 
glistening newmown grass and the 
shadow-shapes of the trees, and 
then rising higher, saw the bright 
lights of St. Louls in one direction 
and the more modest glow of 8t. 
Charles in the other. 

To the north they saw a shimmer- 
ing. ribbon dividing the flelds, and 
knew that it was the Missouri River. 
There were all the sights and sensa- 
tions of daylight aeroplaning, multi- 
phed and mystified by the soft light, 
and now and then, as a cloud sped 
across the moon, the fiyers realiz 
what it might be to navigate the air 
without light. 

Brookins’ biplane carried no lights 
of its own, for the ordinances do not 
yet require lights on air conveyances, 
and the conditions of their use have 
not heretofore made lights needful. 

They descended after 10 minutes 
in the air, and Brookins went up 
again with William Thompson, tak- 
ing him over the same course. Re- 
turning to the earth, Brookins was 
met by Lambert with thé suggestion: 

“Say, why can’t we fly over St. 
Louta? That would give people 
something to talk about, and would 
show: whether the town lacks ‘night 
life’ or not.” 

Brookins considered the suggestion, 
but as he saw the tops of the trees 
swaying with the rising wind he ve- 
toed it, and the biplane was rolled 
back into the hangar. 

“It was the most beautiful sight I 
have ever seen,” saiq Lambert Thurs- 
day. “I have been up in a balloon by 
moonlight, but the sensation of riding 
in an aeroplane at night was some- 
thing ‘new; that Is, new to me, not to 
Brookins, He was up in his machine 
the greater part of one night a year 
ago, when Halicy’s Comet wags at its

Mrs. Roslyn D. Whytock Holds Conference 


Jones and Divorced 


Wife Are in Court bes a Boy. 





Mrs. Roslyn D. Whytock, wife of the 
St. Louis militia officer recently named 
by Samuel P. Jones as co-respondent in 
his divorce suit in Shelbyville, Tenn. 
appeared in Judge Grimm’s court Thurs- 
day morning shortly after the time act 
for the hearing of Jones’ habeas corpus 
suit for custody of his 5-year-old son. 

This was Mrs. Whytock’s first ap- 
pearance in the tangle involving her 
husband, who is Captain-Adjutant of 
the First Regiment, and Mrs. Irma 
Jones, a department store model. She 
wore a white dress, white shoes and a 
large black picture hat. 

She conferred with Judge Grimm in 
rhis chambers for five minutees. After 
this conference she said she ‘would at- 
tend the next habeas corpus hearing 
when it should take place. Judge Grimm 
would not reveal what she said. 

A half.~hour before Mrs. Whytock’s 
errival, Jones and his divorced wife 
had been in court for the first hearing 
of the habeas corpus case. The boy, 5- 
year-old Paul Jones, was with his moth- 
ev. Whytock, who has been aiding 
cenes since Jones came here from Ten- 
nessee to open the fight, for his boy, 
was,not there. A copy of Jones’ di- 
vcrep petition, in which he formally re- 
ferred to Whytock as the “despoiler of 
his /home,” was on file as evidence in 
‘the habeas corpus case, having béen in- 
troduced by. Jones’ lawyer, Alphonso 
Howe. 

Mrs. Jones, her 5-year-old boy, and 
her mother, Mrs. Clack, entered the 
courtroom shortly after 10 a. m. Thurs- 
day, with Attorney William Zachritz. 
They sat in the rear, Mrs. Jones holding 
the boy on her lap. 

Jones was inside the railing near 
the counsel table at the other end of 
the room. 
Heard in Chantbers. 

When the case was called on the 
docket Judge Grimm announced that 
he would hear it in chambers. All 
went into the Judge's study adjoining 
the courtroom. The quarters were 
cramped and Jones and his wife sat 
close together but gave no sign of 
recognition. 

Jénes waved his hand at the boy 
and said: “Hello, Paul.” The boy 
smiled and said, “Hello, papa.” 

Attorneys for both sides asked that 
the hearing be delayed so that they 
could take depositions in Tennessee, 
where Jones obtained his divorce. 
Judge Grimm continued the hearing 
to Sept. 21 and set Sept..12 as the 
date for taking the depositions. | 

Attorney Howe fhen said that in. view 
of Mrs. Jones’ answer filed Wednesday! 
he. wished to file an amended petition 
and reply. He introduced a copy of 
Jones’ divorce petition and decree with

and Whytock which were published in 
the Post-Dispatch Tuesday. ° 

Howe asked that pending the hearing 
Jones be permitted to take the bey to 
Tennessee. 

Zachritx jumped to his feet saying: 
“I regard that as an effort to kidnap 
this child.” | 

“Well, if we had wanted to kidnap 
him we wouldn’t have brought these 
habeas corpus proceedings.” yeplied 
Howe. 

Judge Grimm ruled that the boy could 
not be taken out of Missouri and order- 
ed that he remain in his mother’s cus- 
tody pending the h ng. 

It was also erdered that Jones be 
permitted to see the boy from 2 to 5 
p. m. Thursday afternoen. 

Here Jones arose and said that he did 
not want to go to his wife’s home. “I 
am being shadowed and I don’t want to 
be seen there,’’ he told the court. 

Have you‘any friend In the neighber- 
hood?’ asked Judge Grimm. 

“I have a slight acquaintance with Po- 
lice Sergeant Casey, who lives at 3859 
Botanical avenue, in the same block,” 
said Jones. 

“Then you may see ‘the boy at Sergt. 
Casey’s home,” said the judge. 
Divorce Petition Filed. 

Jones’ divorce. petition, now a part of 
the record in the habeas corpus: suit, 
says he and Mrs. Jones were married 
Jan. 31, 1904, in Nashville,.

I heard 
a sound of angry voices. I remained 
hidden behind a tree because I did not 
want to mingle in this trouble.

“There was a pause and the woman 
replied. ‘Why, what are you going ‘*o 
do about it?’ ”’ 

Then, according to the letter, the man 
told the woman that he would just as 
soon kill her as not. 

“Then I saw the gun in the man's 
hand and the woman jump down from 
her seat to the road,”’ continues the let- 
ter. “The automobile was stopped when 
I first saw it. The man then. ran 
around to where the woman stood and 
etruck her on the rixht side of the head 
with the stock of the gun.

fashion that there are certain ques- 
tions which this nation will not arbi- 
trate at the dictation of an outside

. és “Most men of knowledge who 


are willing to think, know perfectly 
well that this country would not, as a 
matter of fact, keep an agreement to 
arbitrate all questions of vital honor 
and interest, even though it were 80 
unwise as to make it;. and it is a 
wicked thing to put us im a position 
of premising what will not, and cannot 
be performed. In such a matter the 


-indulgence of false pretense in the pres- 


ent would with an absolute certainty 
be followed by the breaking of faith 
in the future. 

Mest Objectionable Feature. 

‘The fatally objectignable feature of 
the proposed treaty is the clause pro- 
viding that the joint nigh commission, 
which may be composed exclusively 
of ‘national’ ef the two countries, but 
which may also, be composed exclu- 
sively of foreigners, may by unanimous 
vote, or by vote of all but one of Its 
members determine that any given ques- 
tien might-be arbitrated. 

“It is difficult to characterize this 
provision truthfully without something 
to be offensive Merely to speak of it 
as silly comes far short of saying what 
should be said. It is arguable that in 
certain cases neither of the two com- 
ponent parts of the treaty-making 
power, the President of the Senate, 
should delegate to the other for certain 
purposes the power of exclusive action. 

“But mo sound argument can be 
made for permitting both the Presi- 
Gent and the Senate to delegate to 
outsiders, possibly te foreigners, the 
exercise of a fundamental and vital 
power. The details of carrying into 
effect a great and far-reaching pol- 
fiey can appropriately be delegated; 
bute the elected servants of the peo- 
ple betray the interest of the people 
if they shirk the duty of themselves 
deciding what that policy shall be. 

It would be quite proper to delegate 
to the joint high commission many sub- 
ordinate functions; but the high, the 
supreme functions of deciding whether 
aA question is of such vital importance 
to the country that it is or is not ar- 








ditrable, cannot with propriety be dele-: 


gated to any outsider by either the 
President or the Senate. They are elect- 
ed to perform exactly the vital duties 
implied in such decision. 

“If the President, after consulting 
with his constitutional advisers, the 
Senate, could not make up his own mind 
about such a vital question and had to 
have it made up for him by outsiders— 
possibly foreigners and certainly not 
responsible ‘to the people—it would be 
proof positive that he was not fit to 
hold the exalted position to which he 
had been elected. A President unfit to 
make such a decision himself and will- 
ing to have somebody else make it for 
him, would also be unfit to perform any 
of the really important duties of the 
presidency. 

“Wwe, the people of the United 
States, cannot and will not surrender 
to outsiders the power to determine 
whether or not we are fit to decide 
for ourselves what are our vital 
needs, and what are the policies 
proper for meeting those needs. 

“In other words, Uncle Sam does 
not intend to wrong anyone, but 
neither does he intend to bind him- 
self, if his pocket is picked, his house 
burglarized or his face slapped te 
‘arbitrate’ with the wrongdoer; and 
as long as he need not intend so to 
bind himself, it would be offensive 
hypocrisy for him to say that he will 


so bind himself. * * * 
Righteousness Above All, 
“Tne greatest service this nation caa 


render to righteousness is to behave 
with scrupulous justice to other na- 
tions, and yet to keep ready to hold its 
own if necessary. 

“Our chief usefulness to humanity 
rests in our, combining power with hign 
purpose. Power undirected by high pur- 
pose spells calamity; and high purpose 
by itself is utterly useless if the power 
to put it into effect is lacking. 

‘In the history of our country the 
peace advocates who treat peace as 
more than righteousness will never be 
and never have been ef service, either 
to it or to mankind. 

‘The true lovers of peace, the men 
who nave really helped onward the 
movement for peace, have been those 
who followed, even though afar off, the 
footsteps of Washington and Lincoln 
and stood for righteousness as the su- 
preme end of national life. 

“Only by acting on these principles, 
only by following .in the footsteps of 
these great Americans of the past can 
we of the present generation effective- 
ly work for and secure the peace of 
righteousness.”

The directors of the Iowa Central au- 
thorized the president of the road to 
appoint a committee to confer with a 
similar committee representing the Min- 
neaipolis & St. Louis and arrange the 
terms of the lease. 

Arrangements also have been made 
to extend the Iowa Cen to St. Louts 
and the Minneapolis & St. Louis to the 
Canadian border, thus giving the Haw- 
ley-Erb group of railroads the through 
route from the wheat flelds of North- 
western Canada to Galveston. It is ex- 
pected that both the Canadian North- 
ern and the Grand Trunk will connect 
with the new extension of the Min- 
neapolis & St. Louis.

The Iowa Central and Minneapolis &

She 
was not prepared to say whether she or 
her daughter would help him in his 
present trouble.

When a call 
came from the bar or from a room 
which was thought likely to yield a 
tip, a certain favored bellboy would 
always be sent. If he was not at the 
head of the waiting line of “hops,” 
the boss would place him there by 
sending those ahead of him on some 
“dead” errand, such ag carrying a 
message to the engineer, and wo@ld 
then dispatch the favorite on the call. 

The favorite, Carlin said, made him- 
self so by nightly contributions of 15 
cents to the head bellman. 

Carlin will be held for further inves- 
tigation into hotel thefts.

The word ‘donna,’ fa- 
miliar in opera, is another form of the 
same. j 
“Moreover, the word should be pro- 
nounced to bring out both n’s distinctly. 
‘Mon-na,’ that is the way, with the first 
syllable pronounced like the preposition 
‘on,’ and thé a broad as in ‘fat.’ ”’

price is the shortage in the crop of 
beets in Germany, according to James 
Hutchinson, broker for the trust. 

“The sugar now being used is cane 
sugar for which most of the cane is 
raised in the United States and Cuba,”’ 
he said. “The cane supply has now 
been made into sugar, and the product 
must supply the demand until beet su- 
gar reaches the market in October. 

Beet Crop Is Short. 

“This country does not raise enough 
beets to supply the demand. America 
must buy part of its beets in Germany. 
The beet crop in Germany is approx!i- 
mately 3,000,000 tons, in normal years. 
This year the beet crop is about 1,500,- 
000 tons short, This has caused an ad- 
vance of 59 cents a hundred pounds for 
the raw material in Europe since 
Aug. 1. 

“American. refiners must: go to 
“urope for tneir raw materials and 
must pay the market price. The 
abundant fruit supply during the 
preserving season this year has 
caused an enormous inereased de- 
mand, and this demand must be sup- 
plied from the cane sugar on hand. 
-This makes a larger demand for the 
beet sugar which supplies the mar- 
ket later. 

“The Conference Board of 
American Refining Co. meets in New 
York each day to figure onthe price 
they will have to pay for the ma- 
terials from which sugar is made. 
They follow the market prices, and 
fix the price of the product to job- 
bers according to’ prices they expect 
to have to pay for materials.” 


Calis Trust Unreasonable. . 
Thomas B. Gilk, vice-president o 


the Gill Bros. Grocery Co., who hag 
been in business 24 years, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that there ts 
a legitimate excuse for a reasonable 
advance in the price of sugar, but 
his opinion is that the Sugar Trust 
has gone beyond reason in arbitrar- 
ily making high prices. 

“The beet crop in Germany ig short 

and the price of raw material is higher 
than usual, but the advance in refined 
sugar prices seems much larger than 
necessary to meet the advance in raw 
material,” he said. “The increased de- 
mand for sugar during the canning sea- 
son has a slight tendency to @dvance 
prices, but that should be only a few 
cents. The price fluctuates from about 
$5.15 to $5.45 a hundred pounds each year 
at this time. Sugar is now higher than 
it has been in 3 years.” 
The Sugar Trust output is approxi- 
mately 40,000 barrels of sugar daily, 
according to Hutchirison & Sons. The 
output of the independents is about 30,- 
000 barrel daily, he said. He deciared 
that competition is keen th the sale of 
sugar in St. Louis, and that the prices 
quoted are based on the actual cost of 
purchasing raw materials and manufac- 
turing the product.

BAILEY’S TWO MASTERS. 

The rise and fall of Joseph W. Bailey are to 
be accounted features in the political history 
of his time that are especially striking and pe- 
culiarly illustrative of our national life. 

A Congressman at 28 years of age, he seemed 
on his first appearance at Washington to bring 
with him something of the spirit of an earlier, 
simpler, less cynically sophisticated period. The 
constitutional interpretations for which he 
speedily became famous revealed, not merely 
great abilities, but an unusually sympathetic 
understanding of, as well as a special consecra- 
tion to, the exalted ideals of government from 
which those who instituted our system drew 
inspiration, 

His very mannerisms hightened the estimate 
formed of his qualities as a public servant. He 
seemed to speak with a greater sincerity and 
strength of deliberate conviction than most men. 
In al] the long interval covered by his service, 
no man has entered Congress whose career ap- 
parently had, at the beginning, so great a prom- 
ise of value and usefulness. In all that long in- 
terval no congressional career has ended with 
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apparent promise and actual fulfillment. 

The public's disillusionment on the subject 
of Mr. Bailey has been slow. 
of the confidence and favor once accorded him 
can be given than is conveyed in a statement 
of their longevity and persistency under circum- 
stances ordinarily destructive of public favor 
and confidence. 

The public sustained a severe shock in the 
discovery of his relations with Standard Oil. 
It was confirmed by his successive votes for 
tariff privilege in its reluctant belief that the 
estimate previously entertained of him would 
have to undergo Modification. In the end it was 
compelled sorrowfully to substitute a new and en- 
tirely revised estimate of him after his absurd 
defense of and vote for Lorimer. 

No man can serve two masters. Some seem 
to succeed in serving private interests. while 
ostensibly devoting themselves to public inter- 
ests, but rejection by one master or the other, 
and sometimes by both, comes sooner or later. 
The latter years of BaiJey’s service have been 
years of marvelous possibilities for public men 
desirous of serving the ublic alone. The fight 
against privilege has been carried on at close 
quarters. 

What might not a man of Bailey’s magnetism; 
personal influence, initiative, high talents and 
aptitude for statesmanship have done, in view 
of the distinctive conditions and opportunities 
of these fruitful years, if directed by his orig- 
inal good impulses?

In his Winona 
speech he said that “With respect to the wool 
echedule, I agree that it ought to have boen re- 
duced.” At Chicago last December he declared: 
“We are bound to promote the prompt elimination 

instances of injustice in the tariff law.” _ 

Mr. Tali obstructed by a veto a reduction in 
the wool duties which he simself said ought to 
be reduced. Presented with a chance to eliminate 
promptly features of the tariff law almost univer- 
sally recognized as instances of injustice, he per- 
petuated those injustices. 

The change at the election of 1910 of 816,000 
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THE IMPORTANT QUESTION. 
Missouri Democrats are excited over the ques- 


tion of the State Democracy’s choice for the Dem- 
ocratic Presidential nomination. But there is a 
more important question—where will Missouri 
stand in the next Presidential election? 

Twice has Missouri given her electoral vote to 
Republican candidates. It elected a Republican 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor :n 1908. 

In 1910, although the Democrats of the State 
won three Congressmen and carried the Stato 
outside of St. Louis, the Republicans elected every 
State officer on the ticket. The Republican max 
jority in the city of St. Louis over the leading 
Democratic candidate for the Supreme Court was 
24,739. This enormous Republican lead-in the 
city gave the State to the Republicans in a Dem- 
ocratic year. The tidal wave of revolt all over 
the country was broken in St. Louis, which was 
the only spot in the country where the Repub- 
licans were able to make heavy gains. It was the 
St. Louis vote in 1908 which gave Taft his slender 
plurality and put a Reyublican Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor in Jefferson City. Within 
three years the Republicans have gained complete 
control of St. Louis. 

The cause of the growing Republican ascend- 
ancy in this city is known to all who have ob- 
served local political conditions. The city Dem- 
ocratic organization is controlled by the unfit. 
It. is discredited. It is a disgrace to the party. 
Its so-called leaders have led the party into a 
ditch. They have forfeited the confidence and 
respect of the voters who refuse to follow them 
or to recognize them as their representatives. 
Every Democratic interest last autumn was sac- 
rificed to the money-bag. 

Why talk of Missouri’s choice for the Demo- 
cratic Presidential nomination when stand-pat 
Republicanism is entrenched in the State by the 
incapacity and unfitness of the Democratic lead- 
ership in the chief city of the State? The Demo- 
crats of St. Louis whose inertia has cause’ the 
wrecking of the local party must answer this 
question: .
